The 
two segments total approximately 1300 feet. 

When sidewalk is required in new 
developments and trail is also planned, the City 
reimburses the developer the additional cost to 
build trail instead of sidewalk.

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A small culvert just north of the Saltillo 
Trailhead was identified and prioritized for 
repairs in the Wilderness Park User Experience 
Masterplan because of its failing condition, 
resulting in water pools on the trail at all but 
the driest times. This culvert crossing allows 
passage over an old oxbow or excavated 
channel allowing access from the trailhead to 
the park. This project replaced the culvert, 
constructed a head wall, and re-established the 
crossing.

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Concrete cracks, settles, and uplifts - its the 
nature of the product, even when properly 
constructed (especially in the Nebraska 
climate). Over 13 miles of trail were surveyed 
for trip hazards of .125” or greater. The sections 
identified in red on the map were the segments 
that the budget permitted for corrective 
action. The Precision Concrete Cutting method 
removed 3,352 lineal feet of trip hazards, 
resulting in a safer trail that extended the 
useful lifespan of the existing concrete with 
minimal disruptions to trail users.

City of Lincoln’s standard operating procedure 
is to strip all hard surface shared-use paths, 
with priority first going to 8 foot wide trails. 
Trail striping clearly delineates opposing travel 
lanes and provides a safer trail, particularly on 
crowded trails, narrow trails, and on curved 
trails with limited sight distance. 32 miles of 
trails were striped in 2022.
